Other proposals he has for the school is 
the creation of an environmental group on 
campus. ‘I am giving a challenge to 
students to begin mini-green parties here. 
If they set up trash barrels by the dump- 
sters, for example, and have a designated 
carrier who will deliver the recyclable pro- 
ducts, they could raise money for other ac- 
tivities on campus,” James said. 

The cafeteria and Union are already 
showing signs of heightened con- 
sciousness. The cafeteria has place cards 
on recycled paper urging students to stop 
wasting napkins. Designed by Brian 
Marceau, the napkins read, ‘‘Save a 
napkin, save a tree.’’ The Union is charg- 
ing patrons 10 cents for glasses of ice 
water or disposable cups with a can of pop 
while giving 10 cent discounts to students 
who bring cups in for fountain pop. 

“| encourage people to bring their own 
containers, like Kwik Stop mugs so we can 
stop wasting all the cups we use over in 
the Union. If a person brings in a 32 ounce 
squeeze bottle, they can get fountain pop 
in it for $1. | think this saves students a lot 
of money,” James said. 

Even fountain pop has been affected by 
James’ conservation focus. The Seven-Up 
company, which supplies the cafeteria and 
Union with fountain pop, uses dispensers 
that are either cardboard boxes with metal- 
covered plastic or the old fashion metal 
canisters. James decided to go back to the 
metal canisters, which are reusable, to

Nationally known Catholic priest Rev. 
George Clements was a guest speaker at 
the Dubuque Chapter of the National 
Organization for the Advancement of Col- 
ored People’s second annual Freedom 
Fund Banquet held Saturday, Nov. 10 
at the Hoffmann House. 

Clements stressed the importance of 
Dubuque becoming racially integrated. 
“Dubuque is unique in that it is 
predominantly Catholic with a very small 
percentage of blacks,” he said. 


Clements also expressed his dissatisfac- 
tion with the Catholic Church's lack of ef- 
fort in integrating society. ‘‘The Church 
must stop the hypocrisy. We are cham- 
pions of race yet doing the opposite in prac-

The ‘Woman Artist in a Time of Political 
Change,” a panel discussion and readings 
featuring international writers from the 
University of lowa at lowa City’s 1990 In- 
ternational Program, was held in the Alum- 
ni Lecture Hall on Nov. 7. 

Patricia Barbadillo Grinan, Anna 
Czekanowicz and Yunna Morits presented 
their works. Igor Savelev, lowa City, acted 
as translator for Morits. Alex Mindt, 
graduate student at the University of lowa 
accompanied the group and read some of 
Morits’ poetry. 

Although each woman was fairly new to 
the English language, they were able to ex- 
press their works. They introduced 
themselves to the audience of 50 and 
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began to read their works, which had been 
translated into English. 

Grinan, a fiction writer from Spain, 
presented a children’s story. The story 
focused on a young boy named Juan. 

Dennis Conrad, French instructor, felt 
that Juan represented the new Spain walk- 
ing along an old brick wall which 
represented the old Spain. 

S. Sheila O’Brien, assistant foreign 
language professor, felt the story was a 
“genre of childhood” and that Grinan was 
“trying to communicate to the youth and 
to their country some of the things she 
sees.” 

Grinan has a degree in political sociology 
and is currently completing a Ph.D. in 
social and political change at the Univer-
